Jules’s face was 
beaming with light and buoyancy, and looked 
careless as a girl’s. Jules de Goncourt was born 
in Paris 17th Dec. 1830. His father was a major | 
in a cavalry regiment; his grandfather was a 
deputy to the National Assembly of 1789. Their 
father died while they were young. Their mother 
died in 1848. They were spared the distressing 
apprenticeship which is too often the novitiate of 
literary men. Each was in possession of an income 
of some $3000 a year. They were able to sur- 
round themselves with books, paintings, engrav- 
ings, and all the other assistances which authors 
require. They made their maiden literary appear- 
ance in 1851, by a criticism on the Exhibition of the 
Fine Arts. Their next work was, I think, a sort of 
sketch of “Social Life’’ during the first French Revo- 
lution. They then made the Eighteenth Century 
and the Directory their especial study, examining it 
rather in its social and artistic characteristics than 
in its philosophical and political traits. They 
were, however, familiar with these, and were con- 
sidered by MM. Michelet and Sainte-Beuve as 
authorities on every question relating to this period 
of time. They wrote novels which were successful 
without being popular. They wrote a play which 
was damned rather because Princess Mathilde’s 
influence led to its being played, than on account 
of any demerits of its own. I have never read 
their books with pleasure.

American publishers almost unanimously regard | 
the absence of an international copyright treaty 
between this country and England as an injustice 
to authors, and as English authors are more nume- | 
rous than our own, it falls more heavily upon them 
than upon us. But while English publishers ery | 
out loudly against American pirates, they do their | 
best to keep the balance of wrong equal, and never 
hesitate to do that which they themselves con- 
demn.

A New TRANSLATION OF BurcER.—Mr. Charles J. 
Lukens, of this city, a studions and tasteful culti- 
vator of letters, proposes to issue “ The Ballads of 
Birger, translated and imitated in the Rhythm 
and Rhyme of the original.” As an illustration of 
the character of the forthcoming work, we have re- 
ceived, in pamphlet form (pp. 22), his rendering 
of “ Der Wilde Jiiger,” or “ The Wild Huntsman.” 
Mr. Lukens seems to have apprehended deeply and 
clearly the nature of Biirger’s spirit and versifica- 
tion, and to have made a critical study of his 
peculiarities. He aptly and expressively charac- 
terizes his author’s ballad poetry as “ remarkable 
for its rapid rhythms, alternating single and double 
rhymes, sharp contrasts, repetition, interior rhyme, 
alliteration, reduplication, onomatopceia, intense 
pervading action and passion contrasted with occa- 
sional description, often charming, sometimes lofty, 
and dramatic force.” These qualities the translator 
has zealously labored to express in his English 
renderings, and we think the scholar who com- 
pares the English with the original, will not hesi- 
tate to say that the effort has been quite as suc- 
cessful as could be expected, considering the 
rather intractable nature of the German. The 
key-note of Mr. Lukens’ method he himself gives 
us, by stating in his preface that he “has trans- 
lated all these ballads exactly according to the 
models of the originals; not in the trammels of 
the literal copyist, but in that free and idiomatic 
vein—varying from metaphrase to paraphrase, or 
even recreation, best adapted to the transfusion of 
the entire scope and spirit of Biirger: in short, 
upon the principles he himself would have adopted 
in English.’? In the specimen before us the Ger-

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the translation. The complete work will also 
include “ Leonora,” ‘“*The Robber Count,” “The 
Ritter Carl,” “The Parson’s Daughter of Tanben- 
hain,” “The Emperor and the Abbot,” “The 
Lay of the True,” and “The Song of the Brave 
Man.”

Dickens’s Sate.—The following very interesting 
account of the sale of Dickens’s effects appeared in 
the London “ Publisher’s Cireular :”’— 

“On Saturday last [9th July] there was a great 
gathering at the sale of Charles Dickens, and the 


‘effects,’ to use the auctioneer’s phrase, of the great | 


author were eagerly bought as relics by a crowd of 
his contemporaries—by authors to whom he had 
given a helping hand, by friends who had gathered 


round him in life, and by a public who admired | 


him. Old familiar faces were to be seen in the 
crowd around the auctioneer, and never in any sale- 
room, perhaps, was there so much sentiment and 
sad feeling expressed as there. But in securing the 
‘lots’—the forty pictures, the few objects of art, 
china, and silver—which were dispersed, the pas- 
sion of the relic hunter equalled, if not surpassed, 
the loving veneration of the relation or the friend. 
We own, as national property of which we are 
proud, a somewhat doubtful portrait (the Chandos) 
of Shakspeare; but although the director of the 
National Portrait Gallery was there, neither he nor 
the author’s son secured the portrait of Dickens by 
Maclise—one of the best, if not the very best, por- 
trait ever painted by that artist—an admirable 


and engaging picture to boot, not even counting its 


supreme interest. Every one in the room wished 
that this picture should be secured for the nation, 
if it were by any means separated from the family 


of the author. Indeed, there is in Sheridan’s come- | 


dy a scene which rose to every one’s mind, where 
the nephew is ready to sell a ‘roomful of ancestors’ 
and a library full of ‘learning that had run in the 
family like an heirloom,’ but will not part with the 
portrait of his Uncle Oliver, even though he had 
‘an unforgiving eye and a disinheriting counte- 
nance.’ ‘The old fellow,’ says Charles Surface, 
‘was very good to me, and, egad! I'll keep his pic- 
ture while I have a room to putitin.’ But not 
one of the family bought the portrait of Dickens 
(they perhaps may possess others), nor did Mr. 
Scharf buy it for the nation; it fell to the Rev. Sir 
Edward Jodrell for six hundred and sixty guineas, 
and a very cheap picture has the reverend gentle- 
man got. Wecan.only hope that, after many years 
enjoying his purchase, he may bequeath it to the 
nation. Some few other pictures realized large 
Prices, but really not much more than they were 
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| worth. The two Cattermoles of Little Nell and 
Little Nell’s grave fetched one hundred and sixty 
and one hundred and eighty guineas; a series of 
pencil sketches by Leech, bought by Mr. Dickens 
for about five guineas, brought sixteen guineas and 
/a half. Mr. Frith’s picture of Dolly’ Varden, for 
which, twenty-seven years ago, Frith was paid 
twenty pounds, fetched one thousand pounds—its 
market value, so much has Frith risen, being about 
eight hundred pounds, independent of any of its 
associations. Mr. Frith, by the way, has painted 
at least a dozen replicas of this picture, with, of 
course, certain variations. The pictures alone of 
| Mr. Dickens, which were certainly not first-rate, in 
a critical point of view, fetched seven thousand six 
| hundred and ninety-eight pounds. Of these pic- 
| tures, there were three which had a curious history, 
| both parts of which are so marvellous that it is 
| hard to say which exceeds the other in its amazing 
| ineredibility. They were by Stanfield, painted for 
| the Frozen Deep performances, and one was a mar- 
| vel of power, marvellous even for our sea-painter, 
|great as he is. This picture fetched nine hundred 
‘and ninety guineas; the other two, one hundred 
| and fifty and one hundred and seventy-five guineas 
respectively, and yet—here comes the story—Mr. 
Dickens appreciated them so little that he left them 
| behind at Tavistock House, as fixtures, and the suc- 
ceeding tenant begged him to remove them, as they 
were ‘disagreeable to his wife!’ The history of Art 
has some curious anecdotes, none more wonderful 
than that. After the pictures, the relic hunters 
gathered more closely around the anctioneer, and 
‘went in’ for the different items with vigor. A 
stuffed raven, the original of Barnaby Rudge’s Grip, 
and of whom Mr. Dickens relates that it ‘devoured 
a whole staircase’ just before it died, brought the 
enormous price of one hundred and twenty guineas ; 
and the six silver toddy-ladles presented by the 
publishers to the very successful author of Pick- 
wick, a considerable deal more than their weight in 
gold. Each ladle had, like an apostle spoon, a figure 
on the top, but, beyond that, was not more valuable 
than an ordinary'king’s-pattern dessert-spoon. But 
Mr. Halliday bought the one with the figure of Mr. 
Pickwick for sixty-nine pounds ; the Fat Boy fetched 
thirty; Mr. Weller, fifty-one; Mr. Jingle, thirty ; 
Sam Weller, sixty-four; and Mr. Winkle, twenty- 
three—Mr. Charles Dickens, Jr., having secured 
three out of the half dozen! But the intense de- 
sire of relic collecting, hunting, and viewing, hard- 
ly ends there. Crowds of fashionable and literary 
people flocked to the sale-rooms on the days of view 
with more interest than they show in the Royal 
Academy; and an American gentleman, Mr. How- 
ard Paul, offered what turned out to be the ‘ ridicu- 
lously small sum of six thousand pounds for all the 
‘effects’ as they were, for the purpose of taking 
them ‘the round’ of the States, wherein he appre- 
hended, and not without reason, that they would 
draw a goodly number of sight-seers. We are glad 
that Dickens’s furniture and pictures were not Bar- 
numized in that way ; but, on the whole, after this, 
authors and writers cannot throw a stone at the 
relic hunters, of whatever complexion of faith. Let 
us end this episode in the curiosities of literature 
by a very pleasant and graceful trait of a generous 
people. An American gentleman has proposed that 
the United States’ men should purchase Dickens’s 
house at Gadshill, and present it to the English na- 
tion as a bond of union between two great peoples, 
and as a thank-offering for the pleasure given to an 
English-speaking nation by an English author. It 
is yet too early to make Gadshill a place of pilgrim- 
age, but the offer deserves our thauks for the kiad- 
liness and generosity it evinces.”’

quence in the List, and the student in fact has no 
narrative of the successive unfolding of dependent 
events in history. The work, with a good teacher, 
could be well used for the purposes of review, or as 
supplementary to text-books, but most assuredly 
the mere memorizing of isolated dates, even accom- 
panied by brief accounts of the persons, places, or 
events mentioned, must have the effect of disinte- 
grating history, and cannot impress the youthful 

mind in as many varied ways or as deeply as a 

vivid narrative. 

What we really need is a small text-book, in 
which leading events are stated, and their connec- 
tion laid bare, and this with prominence given to 
important dates and to historical geography, with apt 
archeological illustrations. There is no doubt that 
Mr. Labberton has labored at his work with great 
zeal and industry. His tables of synchronous 
events are valuable, and they should constitute an 
element in every text-book ; his genealogical tables 
are useful, especially to somewhat advanced stu- 
dents; and his condensation of the matter, its 
methodical distribution, and the general thorough- 
ness with which he has worked out his plan, are all 
qualities which will render his system and his beok 
effective in the hands of a teacher as enthusiastic 
and as competent as the author himself. We are, 
however, fifty years behind the French and Germans 
in this class of works, and we do not seem to have 
taken any hint from the excellent manuals which 
have been called forth in England, by the competi- 
tive examinations for the Civil Service.

Many of the publications of the stu- 

dents of our early history relate to subjects which 

are of comparatively limited and local value. We 

are glad to say, however, that in at least two of the 

volumes before us, we are presented with import- 

ant contributions to the general history of the | 
country. The History of the Virginia Company 
is really an important addition to the details of our 
historical knowledge. The account givenin the 
preface, of the preparation of the volume, and the 
origin of the sources used, is so curious and inter- 
esting, that we cannot refrain from copying it at 
length. It is as follows :— 

“In the monthof May, 1868,a memorial was 
presented by the writer to the Congress of the 
United States of America, calling attention to two 
large folio volumes of manuscript in their Library, 
containing the Transactions of the Virginia Com- 
pany of London during the important period of 
their existence, andif they should deem them 
worthy of being printed, offering without compensa- 
tion to annotate and superintend their publication. 
The communication was read in the Senate, ordered 
to be printed, referred tothe Committee on Library, 
and attracted no attention. 

Believing that there should be some distinct 
history of a company that planted the first perma- 
nent English settlement in America, and in 1619, 
instituted the first representative legislative as- 
sembly, whose members were elected by general 
suffrage, this work has been prepared, and, by the 
liberality of a true disciple of Aldus, who has a love 
for historical studies, Mr. Munsell, of Albany, New 
York, is presented to the public. 

“The main sources of information have been the 
manuscript records of the Company, the history of 
the preservation of which, for about two hundred | 
and fifty years, is full of interest. In one of the 
old mansions of rural Chelsea, which tradition says 
was the home of Sir Thomas More, the warm friend 
of Erasmus, and author of the political romance of 
‘Utopia,’ there dwelt, in 1624, Sir John Danvers, | 
a prominent member of the Virginia Company, who 
had married the gentle and comely widow Herbert, 
already the mother of ten children, two of whom 
were George, the holy poet, and Edward, the philo- 
sophical deist. After the king resolved to destroy 
the charter of the Company, an attempt was made to 
obtain the records by theiropponents. The Secretary 
of the Company, Collingwood, probably under the 
direction of Deputy Nicholas Ferrar, one day visited 
Sir John Danvers,and mentioned that three London 
merchants had lately called upon him to obtain in- 
formation. A clerk of Collingwood was immediately 
secured as copyist, and to preclude discovery, was | 
locked up in a room of Danvers’ house, while he | 
transcribed the minutes. After the transactions 
were copied on folio paper, to prevent interpolation, 
each page, carefully compared with the originals 
by Collingwood, and then subscribed ‘Con. Col-| 
lingwood,’ Danvers took them to the President of 
the Company, Henry Wriothesley, Earl of South- 
hampton. The Earl was highly gratified in the 
possession of a duplicate copy of the Company’s 
transactions, and expressed it by throwing his 
arms around the neck of Sir John, and then turning 
to his brother, said: ‘Let them be kept at my 
house at Tichfield; they are evidences of my honor, 
and I value them more than the evidences of my 
lands.’ During the same year Southampton died, 
and Thomas, his son, was heir and successor to the 
title, and became Lord High Treasurer of England, | 
and lived until 1667. Shortly after the death of| 
the latter, William Byrd, of Virginia, the father of 
Hon. William Byrd, of Westover, purchased the 
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manuscript records from the executors of the Earl, 
for sixty guineas. Rev. William Stith, who subse- 
quently became President of William and Mary 
College, while living at Varina, on James River, the 
old settlement of Sir Thomas Dale, better known 
since the civil war as Dutch Gap, obtained these 
records from the Byrd library, at Westover; and 
most of the material of his ‘ History of Virginia, 
completed in 1746, was drawn therefrom. Stith’s 
brother-in-law, Peyton Randolph, became the first 
President of the Continental Congress, and while 
visiting a friend at his seat near Philadelphia, in 
October, 1775, suddenly died. When his library 


| was sold it was purchased by Thomas Jefferson, and 


among the books were the manuscript records of 
the London Company that had been used by Stith. 
The United States having purchased the books of 
President Jefferson, these manuscripts are now pre- 
served in the library of Congress. They are bound 
in two volumes, and contain the Company’s trans- 
actions from April 28, 1619, until June 7, 1624.” 
The “History of the French and Indian War,” 
by Mr. Drake, has been prepared after an exami- 
nation of documents published from the French 
archives, the newspapers of the time, some rare

sources. His narrative is elaborate, careful, and 
pains-taking—one of those exhaustive monographs 
which the inquirer into the dim past is always glad 
to get hold of. 

“The Reminiscences of General Lee’’ is a touching 
and deserved tribute to the memory of a gallant 
Revolutionary officer. All three of the volumes 
will reflect additional credit on the liberal enter- 
prise and artistic skill of the publisher, who is not 
only, as Mr. Neill says, “a true disciple of Aldus,” 
but likewise a true disciple of Herodotus.

These globes present to the mind of the learn- 
er a more faithful representation of the relations 
of the earth to the heavens than dv the ordinary 
globes, while all the geographical and astronom- 
ical problems usually solved by the use of globes 
can with greater simplicity and perspicuity bu 
solved by these. 

The Celestial Globe consists of two hollow 
hemispheres of strong and clear glass, brought 
together at the equinoctial, and held in position 
by a brazen equinoctial, which is graduated into 
degrees and hours. Within this hollow globe is 
an ordinary terrestrial globe, whose diameter is 
about one half that of the celestial globe, both 
globes turning on a common axle and having a 
common centre, but so arranged that either may 
be revolved at pleasure independent of the other, 
by means of milled heads at the northern and 
southern extremities of the axle. Between the 
two globes is the rational horizon, which consists 
of two semi-circular dises of brass, supported on 
forked tongues attached to the axle, and balanced 
with great nicety, so as to secure stable equilib- 
rium. This horizon will always assume the hor- 
izontal position, whatever may be the elevation 
of the poles. It is divided into three concentric 
circles, the exterior of which is marked Amptt- 
TUDE, and contains 360°, numbered from the 
east and west points to the poles from 0° to 90°. 
The central circle is marked Azimutu, and also 
contains 360°, and is numbered from the north 
and south points toward the east and west from 
0° to 90°. The interior circle is divided into 32 parts, which represent the points of the compass ; 
these are subdivided into halves and quarters. ‘The common axle with both globes is mounted in 
a strong brazen meridian, which can be moved in a slide in the tripod which supports the whole, 
so that the poles may be elevated or depressed to correspond with the latitude. ‘The Quadrant of 
Altitude, a thin, flexible strip of brass, divided upward from 0° to 90°, and downward from 0° 
to 18°, is screwed to the celestial brazen meridian. The upper divisions are used for determining 
the distances between heavenly bodies, their altitudes, etc., and the lower divisivus for finding the 
beginning, duration, and end of twilight. 

On a platform attached to the tripod is a mariner’s compass, by the aid of which the globe may 
be placed in its proper position. 

On the inner surface of the celestial globe the stars of the first, second, third, and fourth magni- 
tudes are gilded ; the ecliptic, colures, meridians, and parallels laid down; and the outlines of the 
constellation figures, with their names, are artistically painted, not, however, so as to obscure the 
terrestrial globe within. 

The whole forms a school apparatus of exceedingly great usefulness, and of great ornamental 
beauty, which should secure its introduction not only into schools and colleges, but also into pri- 
vate libraries and drawing-rooms as an article of virtu.
